You mnust provide the missing information, or if you arc unable ta do so,
you wmst demonsirate that “best efforts” have been used to obtain the
information. Te establish “best efforts,” you must provide the Commission
with a detziled descripion of your procedures for tequesting the
information. Establishing “best efforts” is a three-fold process,

First, vour original solicitation must include a clear and conspicuous request
for the contribyter information and must inform the contribotor of the
requirements ‘of federal law for the reporting of such mfermation. (11 CFR
